Doubt Expressed That the People 
of Wimington, Del, Woud 
Favor a Convichion. 

County Judge Grubb ‘Makes 
Defense of Refusa! to Call a 
Grand Jury Session. 
Negro White’s Confession Made

W ILMINGTON (Del.) June 23.— 
The natural and interesting ques- 
tion is whether the authorities 
will take action looking toward the ar- 
rest and punishinent of those who were 
prominent in the lynching of George 
White early today. That many of 
them are known cannot be doubted, for 
they were seen by the thousands who 
witnessed the affair. It is also known 
that men were invited to participate 
and given notice when and where to 
assemble. It is a fact that public sen- 
timent so generally approves the 
lynching that it would be hard to se- 
cure the conviction of a lyncher, even 
if arrests were made, which is doubt- 
ful. 

During the day thousands of persons 
went in the drizziing rain to the scene 
of the lynching, many of them intent 
upon securing ghastly relics. In this, 
however, they met with little success, 
as the burning had been so effectual 
as to destroy every vestige of the vie- 
tim’s body. The only remains were 
pieces of his bones. 


day made a public statement, in which 
he deplores the lynching of White, and 
its consequent refiection upon the good 
name of Delaware. Judge Grubb also 
explained the action of the court in 
refusing to call s special session of thx 
grand jury for the indictment of Miss 
Bishop’s murderer. He gays the trta! 
would have been attended by such pub- 
lic clamor and prejudice that a fair 
trial would have been tmpossible, and 
the court would have been 1 
to grant the motien of the 6 
counsel for a change of venue. 

Of the large mob that ove’ powered ta- 
authorities, stormed the Newenstle 
county workhouse and dragged from 
a cell the tremblirg wretch and burned 
him at the stake, the identity of only 
one is publicly known. That person ts 
Peter Smith, a bey of 12 years, who 
fell when the workhouse guards fired 
a volley into the ranks of the attack- 
ma mob. The lad, who was shot in 
the back, is seriously wounded, and 
will probably die. 

After the mob had completed its 
work of vengeance, the body of the 
negro rapist and murderer was left 
chained to the stake with the fire burn- 
ing all around it, and the members of 
the lynching party went home. A rain 
which began falling later extinguished 
the fire, and at daylight the charred 
body still hung limp in plain sight of 
passers-by. 

White's confession, made just as the 
torch was applied to the pile of oil- 
soaked bushes around him, was an ad- 
mission of even more than had been 
charged against him. He is stated to 
have said: 

“I was sent by Mr. Woodward to the 
cornfield to try some corn. I saw Mr. 
Woodward's daughter and intended to 
assault her „but a couple of men came 
along and I did not disturb her. Then 
I saw the Bishop girl and I followed 
her. I seized her, and asked her if 
she had any money she would give me 
to let her go. She gave me 60 cents. 
Then I again seized her, and she cried: 
‘Please don't hurt me.“ I choked her. 
and accomplished my purpose. Then I 
asked her if she was going to tell on 
me. She said she was. P gave her a 
hack in the throat with my knife and 
asked her again if she was going to 
inform on me. She said she was, and 
then I cut her throat twice again and 
left her.” 

After that, I went back to Mr. Wood- 
ward, and told him there was no good 
water to drink down there, and he 
sent me somewhere else. I went back 
at once, but soon left. Then I went 
back to the house and put on a white 
hat, instead of the cap I wore. 

“You would not do this if I was a 
white man and did that.” 

The negro’s confession rendered the 
already incensed crowd even more des- 
perate, and some wanted to tear him 
limb from limb before they reached 
the scene of his execution. The ne- 
gro begged piteously not to be burned. 
Although his sufferings were terrilvie, 
White remained | conscious and ration- 
al to me last. 

While at times during the night 
there were at least 5000 people around 
the work-house, the men who actu- 
ally took part in the lynching did not 
number over five hundred. The leader 
was a man who said his name was 
Raker, and that he was from Virginia, 
His face was familiar to most of tie 
people, and it is believed that he is a.) 
resident of Wilmington, although 
some saß he had been imported for the 
Purpose of leading the mob. 

The lynching is believed to have been 
the result of a plot which was con- 


cocted several days ago, and was to 
have been put into execution Sunday 
night, but on that occasion there was 
a misunderstanding, and the attempt 
failed. Early yesterday word was 
passed around that the attack was to

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last night, and that the men who were 
to participate weer to meet at Price's 
Corner, half an hour before that time. 
As a result of the report. people 
flocked toward the work-house early 
in the evening, but the majoritv were 
there out of curiosity. The Police De- 
partment was advised during the day 
of the contemplated attack, and thirty 
policemen were sent to the work- house 
at 8:30 o'clock last night. 
severa! thousand persons at the prison 
at the time, and the officers were pow- | 
erless against such large numbers, 80 
they entered the building to assist the 
guards in an effort to protect the pris- 
oner. 

Upon arriving at the work-house, the 


mob advanced into the front vestibule 


or reception hall and demanded ad- 
mittance to the jail. Their demand 
was refused: by the guard, and they 
were deluged by streams of. water 
from the fire-fighting equipment of 
the institution. This 
the eagerness of the besiegers, who im- 
mediately began an assault upon the 
iron doors. Chief of - Police Black 
shouted to the crowd: ‘The first man 
that comes into the corridor will be 
killed.” 

A man grasped one ‘ot the heavy 
sledge hammers, and as he attacked 
the steel grating, cried:. “Then you 
had better take me for the first one.” 

Another man shot out the cluster of 
incandescent lights in the vestibule. 
The mob and guards exchanged shots. 
In addition to Peter Smith, a youth 
whose name is not known, was slightly 
wounded, 

The mob. after forcing an entrance, 
notified Chief Black, and Warden 
Meserve that they intended to get the 
negro if they had to break every steel 
door in the place, and argued that it 
was a useless expense to have unnec- 
ens damage done to property. The 
oMicials saw the strength of this argu- 
ment, and informed the leaders White 
was in cell No. 13, on the front row, 
third story. The door to this row of 
cells was attacked. 

Warden Meserve then rushed into the 
cell corridor to prevent the mob etak- 
ing the wrong man. 
men with hammers were about to 
demolish the cell door, and told thein 
how to disconnect the door so that it 
could be As soon as the decor 
to White’s cell slid open, there was a 
deafening cheer and some cried: Tak 
him to the place where he murdered 
Miss Bishop, for we have driven a 
sinke there and will burn him.” 

White fought despérately for his life, 
and knocked the first man who ap- 
proached him down. One of the lead- 
ers of the mob threw his arms around 
the frightened wretch, thus protecting 
him. At this time, the narrow corridor 
was so tightly packed that it was impos- 
sible to get the prisoner out. After 
mach difficulty..the crowd was per- 
suaded to retreat the 
White, in the ¢ustedy of two men, 
brought up the rear. White's custodians 
became convinced that unless strategy | 
was used there would be little chance 
of getting their man to the spot on 
Price's road, where it was planned 
that he should be burned to death. 
This contingency was overcome by an 
order to extinguish lanterns or keep 
them concealed. In the darkness, there 
was a confused rush and after this no 
one seemed to know where the 
prisoner was. 

‘When White found that his case was 
hopeless he confesse4 to having com- 
mitted the deed, and prayed ferventiy 
te God to forgive his sins. 

While White was praying and confes- 
sing, the crowd was struggling to 
ferm a circle, and some men began 
splitting rails with which to burn the 
wretch. From five to six thousand per- 
sens surged back and forth, crowding 
and pushing to gain a good position 
from which to see the burning. 

When everything seemed about ready. 
a man on horseback, who said his home 
was in Kentucky,yrode to a nearby 
farmhouse for more straw. The straw 
was piled around the stake, and White 
was brought into the circle. His nerve 
seemed good and he held his head up 
while he addressed the crowd. He 
made another confession, appealed 
to God for mercy. The negro Was then 
fastened to the stake, and the torch 
was applied to the straw. 

The flames leaped up and licked the 
man's bare hands. He was held erect 
by one of the lynchers until his cloth- 
ing was burned, when he was pushed 
into the bed of the fire. He rolled about 
and his contortions were terrible, but 
he made no sound. Suddenly the ropes 
on his legs parted and he sprang from 
the fire and started to run. A man 
struck him on the head with a piece 
of fence rail and knocked him down. 
Willing hands threw him again into 
the flames, He rolled out several times, 
but was promptly returned. While this 
was going on shouts, cheers and jibes 
went up from the crowd. 

When the negro ceased to show signs 
of life, the body was placed on a pile 
of rails, wood was piled upon it and 
a roaring fire soon consumed it. 

About 2 o’clock Deputy Coroner Gil- 
more went to the scene of the lynching 
for the purpose of securing the re- 
mains of the victim in order to go 
thro the legal form of helding an 
inquest, but according to the story of 
those who left the place an hour pre- 
vious, there was little possibility of 
his finding anything substantial, ag the 
relic hunters had made off with the 
pieces of bone that were left.

EXCITEMENT AT PEORIA. 


NEGRO KILLS A DETECTIVE. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

PEORIA (In.) June 23.—Detective 
William Murphy was killed by Billy 
McRay, a negro desperado whom the 
officer was attempting to arrest at 
Water and Eaton streets, about 10 
o'clock tonight. Murphy, armed with 
a warrant for McRay, on a charge of 
burglary, approached the negro and in- 
formed him that he was under arrest. 
McRay instantly drew a revolver and 
shot the officer in the breast. He then 
“attempted to make his escape, but was 
caught by Detective Chadwick.  Mur- 
phy was taken to the hospital, where 
he died within twenty minutes aftes the 
time he received the wound. 

McRay was hurried to the City Jail, 
and in less than an hour a mob num- 
bering at least 1000 men and boys had 
assembled and made a demand on the 
Chief of Police for the prisoner. The 
Chief refused to surrender the mur- 
derer. In the hope of attracting the 
attention of the mob, the fire depart- 
ment was called out, and made a run 
past the jail. The ruse partially suc- 
ceeded, a large number of the crowd 
following the fire department.

HORRIBLE CRIMES OF NEGRO NEAR 
EAST sr. LOUIS. 


Posses Hunting for Fiend and Should 
He be Captured Lynching is Likely 
to Folldw—One of Victims White, the 
Other Colored.

ST. LOUIS, June 23.—Two women, 
one white and the other colored, were 
assaulted and left for dead about three 
and a half miles east of Bast St. Louis 
this afternoon, and a posse is out 
looking for a negro described by one of 
his victims. If he should be captured 
it is believed there will be a lynching, 
for the crime has caused great excite- 
ment and indignation among the farm- 
ers of the American bottoms where it 
occurred. 

One of the victims, Mrs. Annie Green, 
a colored woman, aged 25, was clubbed 
about the head, her skull fractured 
and left arm broken. Just before reé 
lapsing into unconsciousness she told 
of the assault, and described a licht 
yellow negro, aged about 25 years, as 
her assailant. 
first victim of the fiend, who later pro- 
ceeded to the home of John Bruno, a 
well-to-do farmer, living between East 
St. Louis, and Belleville, and committed 
the second crime. | 

About 3 o'clock this afternoon a 
brother of Miss Florence Bruno, aged 
17, returned home and found his sister 
lying on her bed unconscious. Her 
skull was fractured, both arms were 
borken, and she was suffering fram 
other injuries. The young woman had 
been working at home alone during the 
afternoon. She was her father’s house- 
keeper. 

Young Bruno spread the alarm, and 
then the other assault became known.

HE CONVENTION HALL. 

Quite a number of correspondents 
of The Times have expressed various 
views in regard to the proposed con- 
vention hall. but only one, so far. 
has ventured to altogether oppose the 
plan of having a large convention 
ball in Los Angeles, This correspond- 
ent, whose letter appeared in The 
‘Times a few days ago, based his 
opposition on the large amount of 
money which he says the citizens 
would have to pay out for a number 
of years, in the shape of interest and 
principal, in connection with the bord 


This correspondent has either over. 
locked or else ignoréa the fact that 
“he city would expect to derive a 
handeome income from the conven- 
tion building. In this conneciion, it 
is interesting and may be instructive 
to glance at another enterprise of a 
similiar kind, the big convention hal! 
at Kansas City, a striking example 
of western American energy, and en- 
terprise, and public spirit. When the

replaced by the present 
structure of brick and stone, with an 
elaborate cornice of terra cotfa.

This building was erected in three 
months, by public subscriptions and 
by entertainments. The subscriptions 
amounted to $264,222, prominent firms 
contributing from $2000 to $10,000 to- 
ward the-fund. For entertainments, 
such as Sousa concerts, minstrel 
shows, balls, festivals, flower 
shows, circus and guessing 
219.728 was received. The 
has a capital stock of $200,000. Each 
subscriber to the building received 
one share of stock for each dollar 
subscribed. The real estate owned by 
the company is valued at 365.000 and 
the building and fixtures at $400,950. 
The building is governed by thirteen 
ajrectors, elected by the stockholders 
each year. ese directors are prom- 
inent business men, who serve with- 
Ou. pay. | 
Among the uses to which this bulld- 
ing has proved itself especially 
adapted are large balls, political con- 
ventions, horse shows, poultry shows, 
Frand opera, band concerts, public 
receptions and banquets. There is no 
fixed rent on the building, the charge 
varying with the nature of the per- 
formance, and the length of time for 
which the hall is rented. The rate 
is from $300 to $500 a night, for a 
single performance, Wut, of course, 
concessions are made when the hall 
is taken for an entire week. The ex- 
pense of maintenance is not a fixed 
charge, as many people are employed 
by the day, and used only when nec- 
essary. The only regular employés 
are a manager, a night and day watch- 
man, and a head janitor, representing 
a regular salary list of about $5000 a 
year. To heat the building costs from 
$15 to $50, according to the outside 
temperature. In Los Angeles it should 
never cost more than the minimum 
amount, and usually nothing at all. 
Lighting costs from $20 to 380, ac- 
cording to the number of lights em 
ployed, and the length of the enter- 
tainment.

During all 
the time this work is in progress, and 
while the new tariff bill is pending 
in Congress, the uncertainty, the sus- 
pense, the loss of business confidence, 
are increasing. After the new tariff 
measure has passed Congress {if it 
bass.) a considerable period of time 
must elapse before the business of 
the country can adjust itself to the 
changed conditions. 

The interruptions and embarrass- 
ments to business, which are the al- 
most certain concomitants of tariff 
revision, may easily make the differ- 
ence between business prosperity and 
business depression. It is certainly to 
be hoped, in view of these facts, that 
the Republicans of lowa will not 
commit the folly of declaring for tar- 
iff revision, in the platform to be 
adopted at their State convention, on 
July 1. Fortunately, there is every 
prospect that they will avoid that 
serious mistake. Representative Hep- 
burn, as quoted in a Washington dis- 
patch, has declared that “tariff re- 
vision, so called, will be passed over 
to the Democrats to worry with. The 
Democrats,” added Col. Hepburn, “are 
doing more talking about the lIowa 
idea and revision of the tariff than the 


Republicans, They are simply en- 


deavoring to stir up trouble, but the 
Republicans are agreed and united 
upon the subject. The Republican 
party has from time to time revised 
the tariff schedules, when the condi- 
tions were such thät it was advisable 
to do so, and it probably may again 
revise the duties, but they will al- 
ways remain protective.”

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IN THE SODA TANK. 


DISASTROUS EXPLOSION UNDER 
DEAN'S DRUG STORE. 
E. W. Black Seriously Injured— Was 
Charging the Tank in Cellar and 


Knocked Against Pile of Boxes When 
It Burst. ; 


By the bursting of a generator con- 
nected with the soda water fountain 
in Dean's drug store at Secg@pd and 
Spring streets and located in t cellar 
of that building, yesterday afternoon, 
K. W. Black received 
will confine him to his bed for at least 
a week. The wonder is that the entire 
store was not wrecked, for the pres- 
sure on the generator must have been 
enormous, and eimilar accidents in 
other parts of the country have re- 
sulted in the demolition of buildings 
and the loss of human life. 


Black had gone to the cellar to con- 


nect a new tank to the soda water 
fountain, and it was necessary for him 
to charge the tank. The appliances 
in the cellar are equipped with safety 
valves to permit the escape of ges 
when the pressure on the generators 
reaches a height which is beyond the 
bounds of safety. The pressure at 
which these valves ts get e 185 pounds 
to the square inch, whichis alwars 
maintained in the pipes leading t@ the 
fountain. 

There must have been some defect 
in the safety valves or some obetruc- 
tion to the pipes, for when Black 
turned the gas into the tank the pres 
sure became so high that the ta.« 
could not stand it. & terrifi: exple- 
sion followed,wrecking the tank and 
throwing pieces of it to the floor Ver- 
head. Black Was standing a short 
tance away, and to that fact he un- 
doubtediy owes hie life. As # whe, 
he was thrown Violently agsainet a pile 
of boxes, and when assistance 22 
him he was almost unconseciéuse. He 
struck a corner of the pile on his hip, 
which was so severely injured that he 
could not walk. He was carried up- 
stairs and conveyed to his home at 
No. 1008 West Eleventh street, where 
he received medical attention. The ex- 
plosion did not completely wreck the 
soda fountain apparatus, of which 
the drug company has a duplicate.

KINGBIRD FARMER'S FRIEND. 

Until comparatively recently the 
farmer and the fruit grower looked 
upon nearly every species of bird ash 
his enemy. Sentiment is changing, 
and there are birds whose appearance 
a few years ago was the signal for 
taking down the shotgun whose coming 
now is hailed and whose companion- 
ship is cultivated. The kingbird (ty- 
rannus tyrannus), once killed on sight 
by every farmer who had a hive of 
bees on his place, is now allowed to 
perch unmolested above the dome- 
shaped homes of the honey-makers. 


of the country the tyrant fiycatcher, 
lives almost wholly on winged insects 
of the injurious kind. It also has an 
appetite for bees, and it was this 
marked taste that made trouble for 
the bird. Its numbers began to dimin- 
ish under persecution, and then some 
of the members of Uncle Sam's biolog- 
ical survey who had a suspicion that 
the kingbird was being treated 
began an investigation. It was neces- 
sary to be cruel to some hundreds of 
individuals in order to be kind to the 
‘entire family.

were found in some numbers in the 
stomach, but strangely enovgh the 
kingbirds had distinguished between 
bees and beg, so to speak, and had 
left the workers alone to dine off the 
worthless drones. 

When this stetement of the authori- 
ties was published in bulletin form bv 
the government the bee-keepe: 
thought the matter was a huge Jok 
and laughed at the fnvestigat ions of the 
scientists. The hee men were induced 
to do a littie investigating themselves. 
and after a few manths’ close observa - 
tion they were willing to let Tyrannus 
| Stay unmolested on his perch above the 
hives. The kinebird is the farm's po- 
ficerman. He is the deadly enemy of the 
(thieving crow and the marauding 
,hawk. He fearlessly attack and drives 
away the cornfield pest and the poultry 
yard assarsin. 


NIGHTHAWK’S GOOD WORK. 


There is a bird of the sky which the 
government of the United States re- 
gu rds so favorably that there recently 
has been lesued and sent broadeaat 
through the land a spe-ial plea for its 
protection. This bird in the Northern 
States, for practically the whole 
breadth of the continent, is known as 
the nighthawk (chordeiles virginianus). 
while in the South it is cal'ed the bull 
bat. The nighthawks are residents both 
of the city and country- They may te 
heard after sundown emitting a pecul- 
lar squeaking note far up above the 
Office buildings of the great busy 
towns. It is only within comparatively 
recent years that the nighthawks have 
shown a liking for city life. They 
have found in gravel-covered roofs a 
fair substitute for the stony country 
‘fleid in which in former years they 
made their nests. Their eggs are now 
found frequently upon the roofs of 
once buildings in all the large cities 
pref the ount 
BIG STOMACH CAPACITY. 

The nighthawk zigzags Its Way across 
the sky in a flight that it makes the 
head swim to watch. It has long wings 
and is thickly feathered, a circumstance 
l'which gives it an appearance of size 
that is not real. It is the nighthawk's 
stomhch and what goes into it that 
brought the bird to the favorable notice 
of Uncle Sam. In capacity the 
stomach equals that of the domestic 
pigeon, whose body is at least twice 
as large as that of the nighthawk. 

In reporting on this bird, the gor- 
ernment expert said: “This enormous 
stomach must be kept filled to supply 
motive power for the long wings, which 
are kept in motion so many hours. The 


wing. and the bird fills its great 
atomach almost to breaking. The 
wholesale killing of the nighthawks en- 
tails an almost incalculable injury upon 
the agricultural interests.” 
PROTECT THE BIRDS! 
The instances. which have been given 


care suffictent ta show the necesity for 


the preservation of certain forms of the 
i bird life of the United States. The 
examples of the birds usefulness to 
man might be.extended until they com- 
prise nearly every family of birds on 
the continent. There are, of course, 
seme injurious species, but these all 
taken together would number, as some- 
one has put it, but few more birds than 
were found In Lord Dundreary’s famous 
flock. 

There is another side to this bird 
preservation matter. It is, if you will, 
the sentimenta! side. The bird adds 
beth color and music to our lives In 
the birdless day that summer will be 
drear indeed when song is hushed and

SAN BERNARDINO, June 23.— To- 
night a wholesale forger who has been 
operating all parts of Southern Cal- 
ifornia was arrested here.

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SOUTH AMERICAN GOVERNMENTS 
DEALING WITH GEN. NEW. 


— —U—œ0— 
To Branch Out to China, Japan and 
Philippine Isles — Will Establish 


Manufacturing Plant at San Pedro if 
nd is Given. 


With the removal of the White's 
Point station of the Pacific Wireless 
Telephone and Telegraph Company to 
San Pedro, and with the installation of 
newer and larger apparatus, is marked 
the beginning of an epoch in the his- 
tory of wireless telegraphy that is 
likely to revolutionize the entire sys- 
tem of communication throughout the 
world. The scheme as now planned 


embraces large fields and will require 


the expendiwire of an immense amount 
inasmuch as the company 
proposes to erect a chain of stations 
that will eventually be the means of 
furnishing communication between 
every country of importance on the 
face of the globe. 

Although slow and tedious as it may 
have seemed, the Pacific Wireless Com- 
pany has employed the most conserva- 


tive methods in reaching out for new 


territory. For months past the com- 
pany has been making preparations to 
extend its system, but not until very 
recently was everything in readiness 
to commence operations. Yesterday 
Gen. New, vice-president and manager 
of the concern, made the announce- 
ment to The Times that work will be 
started within three weeks, and that 
within a few months communication 
will have been successfully established 
between this country, Alaska and pos- 
sibly the Hawatian Islands. After this 
is accomplished, the system will be ex- 
tended to the Philippines, Japan, China 
and other foreign countries. In an in- 
terview yesterday, Gen. New said: 
“We have now reached the point 
where operations can be begun on the 
extension of our system of wireless 
telegraphy without delay or fear. By 
using the word ‘fear,’ | mean simply 
this: That our system has thus far 
proven itself so much superior to all 
others that we are now prepared to 
cope with anything. At first we will 
robably erect stations in Seattle and 
San Franciseo, and after this the 
scheme is to branch out into Alaska 
and the Orient. It is probable that the 
company will build a chain of stations 
along the Amazon River in South 
America for a distance of 1000 or 2000 
miles. We are considering a proposi- 
tion from several of the South Amer- 
ican governments, and if accepted, will 
realize nearly $500,000 on the deal.“ 
DIFFICULTIES ALONG AMAZON. 
Gen. New explained that it is a hard 
matter to maintain communication 
along the Amazon River under pre-ent 
conditions, as the wires are so often 
interfered with by the rapid growth of 
weeds and other kinds of brush. “Ac- 
cording to information furnished me,“ 
said he, “two warships are kept busy 


| 


the while clearing 
= poles, and keeping the 
cable lines in repair. This necessarily 
entalls a great deal of expense on the 
part of the governments owning the 
telegraph lines.” 
continued Gen. New. 
eis in receipt of @ proposition from the 
Providence (R. I.) Journal, and an- 
other from prominent parties in Bos- 
ton. but we have not done anything 
with them as yet. The Journal is anx- 
ious to have us establish communica- 
tion with Block Island, a distance of 
about fifteen Miles from Providence, 
which would indicate that the system 
now in use there, known as the De 
Forrest system, is not successful. T 
matter is being considered by 
board of directors just now. 

Turning to the new quarters of the 
“wireless” at San Pedro, Gen. New 
said that if the people of the Harbor 
City would offer his company any in- 
ducements, they would probably make 
that place their headquarters, where 
all of the apparatus required to fit up 
the new stations will be manufactured 
and tested. 

TO BUILD LABORATORY. 

“What we want,” said Gen. New, is 
a deed to the property we are now lo- 
cated on, and if the people of San Pe- 
dro will furnish that. we will agree to 
build a large laboratory and = erect 
suitable shops to manufarture our 
apparatus. To show that we are doing 
this in good faith, we will allow the 
deed to remain in escrow until our 
part of the contract is fulfilled.” 

The property in question fronts on 
Beacon, Palos Verdes and Ninth 
streets, and measures 220x150 feet. The 
present gtation of the wireless“ occu- 
pies about one-third of the ground. 
There are two smal} buildings and the 
mast here. In one of the buildings is 
installed the apparatus required gor 
use between San Pedro and Santa Cat- 
alina Island, while the other serves as 
a laboratory for the company's chief 
electrician, G. T. Swenson, inventor of 
the system. 

One of the novelties of the Pacific 
Wireless Company's new home in San 
Pedro is a great coil, which is said to 
be the largest in use. It was made to 
order by the Consumers’ Electrical 
Supply Company of n Francisco, 
and is intended for long-distance com- 
munication. The coil is forty-three 
inches long, eighteen inches in diame- 
ter and weighs as much as 750 pounds, 
It has a voltage of 7,000,000, and is 
capable of producing a spark  thirty- 
two inches in length, being supplied 
with 195,000 turns of wire. H. U. Ses- 
sions of the Consumers’ Electrical Sup- 
ply Company accompanied the huge 
coil to San Pedro. Yesterday he and 
Mr. Swenson tested it with a dry cell 
of only one volt, and were almost 
amazed to find that a spark two and 
one-quarter inches could be produced. 
They are confident that the coll will 
produce a sufficient spark to establish 
communication between two stations 
se thousand miles apart.

O FAR as Southern California is 
S concerned, the general strike of 
electrical linemen of the Pacific 
States Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, precipitated yesterday, and de- 
signed to affect the lines of that cor- 
poration within California, Oregon, 
Washington and Arizona, is of no par- 
ticular Interest. 
The order promulgated by boss dele- 
gates at San Francisg is meant to in- 
clude Southern California, but it hap- 
pens that this part of the country had 
a linemens strike all of its own just 
eight weeks ago yesterday, and the 
union men have been out since that 
time. This strike was on the Sunset 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
which is virtually identical with the 


| company named in the general strike 


order. 

Although a large number of strikers 
returned to work, they did 80 at the 
sacrifice of their membership in the 
union. Those who observed the order 
will remain out, thereby acting in obe- 
dience to the general order without 
changing their status. 

It was known ten days ago that th 
unions wauld try to tie up all the 
lines of the Sunset Company, such a 
decision having been made at that 
time by a coterie of cholce spirits at 
a meeting in San Francisco. It may be 
mentioned that I. C. Edwards, a no- 
torious jailbird, was among the union's 
representatives at the conference, Oth- 
ers of the same ilk were there also, 
and on them may be fixed the responstl- 
bility of attempting to make trouble 
where no sane ground exists.

WATER REPORT. 
WHITTIER, June 23.—Last evening 
a large number of citizens met at 
Hovkett’s Hall to hear the report of 
the water investigating committee, J. 
H. Linkleter, B. W. Scheurer and W. 
J. Newby. They reported that they 
found the system in good order, and 
that there is an abundance of water. 
The mains are able to stand about 50 
per cent. more pressure. The com- 
mittee recommended that a duplicate 
pump be instaited, that a repetition of 
the dry time of a few weeks ag0, 
caused by the breakdown of the pump, 
might not be reported. City Clerk 
Butler and Water Supt. Butman 
interesting and pertinent information 
regarding the profit-and-loss sides of 
the water department. There was 
much discussion regarding the status of 
the outside-the-city-limits users of 
water, and whether the fact that they 
have been getting water from the city 
for a number of years gives them a 
permanent right to such service. John 
H. Martin, George “Woodruff and 
John H. Coverley \ were asked to look 
this point up. 

The general opinion expressed by 
citizens was in favor of an expenditure 
of about $10,000, divided. as follows: a 
pump of at least 2,500,000 gallons ca- 
pacity. to cost about $6000; a corre- 
sponding enlargement ot the rest of 
the water system, estimated at about 
$4000.
